I do not mind one bit your turning over the material 
I sent you to Mr Newman, Several years ago I sold him soma ofthis material 
and believe wrote him a little of its history. In fact 1 izissed seeing him 
several times when I was in 5t Louis.

properly belong in this series, particularly since so much of this mdse has been 
distributed during the past three years. “t least 5000 interest notes are in the 
hands of collectors, a few hundred soldier notes, about 200 Treasury notes 


of 1789. 
a, The soldier notes, over 16,000 , were given to soldiers in 
the first emission alone, then there was the 1782 series, and the later issues. 
This put a lot off money into the financial bloodstream of the tatée 
b. =ne interest notes. Probably 50,000 were issued to pay 
“the interest on war incurred obligatioa,. 
c. Treasury notes of 1781+ many thousands issued in payment 
of war materielle, d. Treasury notes of 1789 were a refunding operation for 
earlier notes. e. The special issue continental notes of 1777-1778, 
unknown because all had been redeemed, in denominations from lo pouns to 500, 
f The Imlay certificates of 1793- thelargest size Conn note, 
an anomaly, these were * ederal Certificates that became State obligations, 
I will be glad to furnish samples of all for photography, 
including an uncirculated Soldiers note of 1780 or 17é2. 


I would appreciate learning of whatever transpires as to 
the inclusion of any of these notes, aS it will no doubt effect the price of the 
few notes I have left for sale tremendously.

As you have requested in your letter dated January 29, 1965, we 
are having Xerox copies made of the Connecticut and Rhode Island currency 
that you listed.

I find that one bill fills your request in three different cases, 
The twelve shilling bill in question bears the following dates: May 8, 1740; 
March 14, 1744/53; May 10, 1744; October 11, 1744; May 8, 1746; Because 
this one is better than the condition of the two shilling bill for May 10, 
1744, I assume that you prefer the twelve shilling denomination in this 
category. 


The five shilling bill of May 12, 1763 is in pretty miserable shape 

may not reproduce very well by any process. I am afraid not much can be 
done about it. Four other notes have old repairs consisting of tissue or 
cloth backing which is responsible for partly obscuring some of the printing 
on the reverse sides. Unfortunately semi-opaque materials were used. 
Whether or not the Xerox process will make the overlaid portions legible 
remains to be seen. At this time we cannot rectify this problem. There 
is not evident damagé,to these repairs. Perhaps at some future time when 
funds permit, we shalt have our paper conservator work on our currency 
collection.

I am trying se hard to produce illustrations 
which are of top educational value that I would like your 
paper conservator to undertake to remove t he paper reinforce- 
ing strips from the back of a few of the items I asked to have 
copies of.

Your letter of March 11 arrived while I was in process of preparing 
shipment of the colonial currency which you have requested of Mr. Harlow. 
Enclosed herewith are two copies of our receipt for these items. Please 
sign and return one copy when you receive the old bills which are being 
sent under separate cover via registered mail. If any damage occurs to 
the bills during transit, please advise. 


In my previous correspondence with you, I noted that the 12 shilling 
bill bearing the original date of May $, 1740 had been redated three times 
and apparently accounts for the three bills you requested for May 10, 1744; 
Oct. 11, 17443 and March 14, 1744/5. I find no others of this denomination 
for these dates, 


In addition to the bills you have asked for, I am enclosing with them 
a six pence note dated June 19, 1770, which we just found among militia 
papers in our manuscript collection. Since the dates on it are different 
from others in our collection of bills, it has occurred to me that it may 
be unique and that you might also want to reproduce it for your catalogue. 
If you can supply some pertinent information about it, we shall appreciate 
it. The bill is in pretty poor condition, now being in three separate 
pieces - two halves and a small fragment. The two large pieces were sewn 
together, and I have removed the thread. At some early date a fragment of 
the title patie of a Mather Byles sermon of earlier date was glued to the 
back of the bill. There is no objection to your removing the backing if you 
need to. We have a fine and complete copy of that sermon, so the fragment 
is of little value to us, but kindly return any old paper that you remove 
in any case. 


I presume that all the attachments have been made with water soluble 
glues. The five shilling Connecticut bill and the Georgia bill both have 
backings that must be nearly contemporary with the bills themselves. While 
I don't see any evidence of printing on the back of the Georgia piece, I 
am quite certain there is behind the Connecticut one. The Connecticut bill 
is pretty dilapidated, and you may not feel that it is worthwhile removing 
the backing. If you do, I suggest that you leave them separated so that 
we will have an opportunity of photographing it.

Thank you for sending the samples of your Xerox work. I am returning 
them herewith. They are very good copies and show what Xerography can do. 
As we do not have a Xerox machine, we must secure the services of an outside 
firm, and we cannot control the results. Someday I hope it will be feasible 
to have one. For our best reproduction now we photograph on special copying 
film with excellent results on the whole. We like to pick up the texture 
of the paper when appropriate, and I belive there is no substitute for large 
format film when such is desired. Infrared and ultraviolet photography can 
also bring up desired results although we have only experimented with the 
infrared technique. It is surprising how when certain wave lengths of light 
are involved, this method can make something very legible when other types 
of film or the naked eye can see almost no contrast. Notwithstanding, I 
fear that some of the more dilapidated pieces of currency cannot be reproduced 
satisfactorily and legibly by any process. Good luck onjour efforts.

The colonial bills which we lent to you have arrived safely. 
Both Mr. Harlow and I are very pleased with the results of your repairs 
to them. There remains almost no trace of the old mending tissue. I 
don't see how you re-attached the pieces that broke apart where they had 
been creased. 


Thank you also for your check for $2.35 to cover our cost of 
sending the bills out to you by registered mail. 


I am glad to learn that I misread the date on the 6 pence not 
dated June 19, 1776. I had thought possibly the final digit might read 
other than "OP. However, the circular part of the "6" seemed identical 
to the "0" on the notes dated 1770. I find now that we have an excellent 
specimen of the same bill making the beat up one of little value to us. 
Perhaps we shall have better luck in the future in finding one or more 
unique bills among our countless manuscript items. 


I.trust that you were able to secure the quality of xerox prints 
you wanted, You undoubtedly have much more control over getting what 
you want than we do at present. 


I am curious about the plastic envelopes you used to protect the 
individual bills when you returned them, It appears that you made them 
up to size yourself from sheet plastic, I wonder if you could tell me 
how you do it, what plastic material you use, and how you control the 
heat in forming the creases, At least I assume that heat was used. Is 
the plastic tested for acid free substance? I ask you this because it 
may prove to be useful to us in many ways if we could make similar envelops 
to size as needed.

Your very nice letter of April 9, 1965 is received. 


The method I use in putting torn sections back to- 
gether again is merely applying Elmer's give in trifling 
amounts on the butt edges of the two torn portions. At 
short intervals, while drying, I slide the joined pieces side- 
ways to prevent adherence to the working surface on which the 
bill lays. It is very simple to do and can always be taken 
apart again by soaking in water. 


I obtained strong Xerox prints from the repaired 
pieces. | 


The plastic material I use for mounting paper money 
is 0075 cellulose acetate, It is not possible to fold this 
material without cracking it, except under very complex con- 
ditions. I order my envelopes in standard sizes and obtain 
them for less than ten cents each.

I believe that because notes were too big to be handled unfoktded 

there am was a general practice of folding them in quarters, Then 

they tore along the folds. Occasionally people lost parts of the 

bills as there are redemptions in many colonies of fractional 

parts of notes just as there are similar redemptions today. 
Certainly the laws of 1726 and 1736 which you mention 

must have been passed because people began to pass parts of 

the notes as change because parts Would be redeemed by the 

Colony Treasurer. That left almost no protection against 

counterfeit notes as a part of a counterfeit note would be 

very hard to recognize. | 

This practice must have continued as there is no 
reason why the 170 Conn issues have the words "Quarter of 
Five Pounds"® and "Quarter of five shillings" printed in the 
four quadrants on the back of the bills. 

I have not written up the Conn section of the catalogue 
as I am waiting for the Conn Historical Society t o tell me 
where the hidden Conng laws are which were not printed when 
passed. They had a habit of not publishing paper money laws 
as you probably know. 

I would very much like to see all of your quartered 
notes. If any of them fit together that would be evidence against 
their being legitimately severed. Certainly the Colony would 
have issued smalle# denominations rather tha n cut up notes as 
these would not be acceptable in most transactions. I am 
particularly interested in what issue the quartered notes are 
as I suspect that there are reprints of the 1740 period .
